‘Tue fact that the days of China clip- 
pers are numbered is becoming acknow- 
ledged by every one; and the interest 
felt in the great annual ocean race will 
soon cease when the best competitors, 
driven by steamers from the coast of 
China, are withdrawn to seek fresh 
ports with which they can trade. This 
change cavnot come all at once, but it 
will come; and people may not be far 
wrong when they predict that the Suez 
Canal and direct telegraphs will revoln- 
tionize our commerce with Europe. 
Already we hear of two lines of 23 
stenmers, not including the Messageries 
Tmperiales, which will run between 
England and China by this new route, 

das their success is very favorably 
ought of other Companies will cer- 
tainly be started. What surprises us is 
that the P. & O. 8. N. C. should see all 
these changes and yet apparently re- 
fuse to march with the times. When 
the cargoes of tea and silk are dis- 
charged in London, steamers will pro- 
ceed to Liverpool, where they will doubt- 
less readily fill up with manufactured 
goods; quick passages, reduced rates of 
Tosurance, and seving of interest will 
be sure to makethe Suez Canal a popular 














route forManchestershippers. The days, 
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of dearfuelarealso passed—the working 
of mines in China and Japan will give us 
an ample supply of cheap conl; and 
well-constructed steamers will be able 
to ran to a profit at low rates of freight. 
What effect will this change of route 
have upon our tea trade? ‘We are not 
far-seeing enough to foretell what it will 
ultimately bring about, but our impfes- 
sion is that the immediate result will 
be to make tea a more dangerous arti- 
cle to deal in thanit ever was before; the 
reduction of the transit, by nearly ‘two 
months, thus bringing tle couxaming 
and producing coantries nearer toge- 
ther, will make the six months stock, 
that is carried forward from one sea- 
son.to another, a heavier burden than 
it has previously been felt. First 
arrivals of new crop teas will be 
placed in the London market by the 
end of July (a notoriously dull time) ; 
and, for probably two months before 
this, we shall see great anxiety on the 
part of all holders to get qnit of their 
stocks of old season’s tea that may de- 
preciate by keeping—that persistent 
holding of former times has quite passed 
away, forrecent experiences have shown 
that even finest teas in these degener- 
ate days soon become common Congon. 
Merchants now go to the other ex- 
treme, and, by a continaons series of 
unreserved public auctions, allow dea- 
lers to supply themselves’ with finest 
teas out of enrly arrivals at the prices 
they used to pay for gondmediam, Even 
supposing the Euglish Government pro- 
pose a farther redaction in the duty, 
we do not believe it would have mach 
if any effect on consumption, bat it 
might do serious harm here—bayers 
would possibly be tempted to pay higher 
prices Losamean tens, and so largely 
increase the export from China, It is 
now apparent that if rates are remon- 
erative the material for the manvfac- 
ture of tea is always available. 

Direct communication with Odessa 
and Trieste will divert the Russian 
trade; and we hear special agents have 
already arrived to buy the finest. teas 
they can meet with to be shipped by 
teamers to these ports. While this will 
increuse the competition in Chinn, 
will almost destroy the export demand 
in London; and we think the time has 
come when shipments of finest teas to 
the latter market, unless at low cost, 
will be very unsafe, the exceptionally 
high prices that were in some in- 
stances paid last season were ulmost 
invariably on account of exporters. 
Although England isa far larger con- 
aumerthan any other country, the qaan- 
ity of fine China ten required is small, 
strength is what is wanted and this 
can ‘be acquired by mixing common 
kinds with Indian growths. If English 
houses here, or in Hankow, attempt to 
compete with Russian bayers in secur-

The usual number of peo- 
ple have taken advantage of the lioliday 
6 go away snipe-shooting, or sconery hunt- 
ing, as their tastes dictate; and, the tea 
id silk seasons being both nearly ended, 
there is little business to occupy those who 
xyimain, 
‘The defendant, in the case von Gum- 
pach ». Hart, has appealed against the ver- 
dict given on the 34th instant—on the 
‘rounds that the Judgo misdirected the 
jury ; and that the verdict was against evi- 
dence. 








‘Tho application for a re-hearing of the 
éaso von Gumpach ®, Hart, was argued on 
the 26th. We presume this is another 
‘step towards the threatened appeal home. 
It is said'that Mr. Hart has determined to 
‘ppeal against the decision on the first 
question tried—whether he were protected 
by his position as an employé of the Chi- 
hese Government ; and we presumo that if 
reserved judgment in this appeal be against 
him, the whole case will be referred. 

A Malay named Keechy has beeh com- 
imitted for trial, for the murder of a China- 
‘woman in Hongque. 

‘Another Yacht Raco came off on the 10th 
instant, for a cup presented by the vice 
Commodore of the Club. The Phantom 
came in first ; but some doubt arose as to 
whether she had won under the con- 
ditions of the race, and it wae resolved 
that sho and the Zucy should again try 
Gonclusions. It has not yet been settled 
when the final race shall come off ; but the 
two boats had a trial battle again, on Satur- 
ay—the course being from the Recreation 
Groundround the Red Buoyat Woosungand 
back. ‘There was a splendid sailing breeze 
which, however, made such lumpy water 
af Woosung that the Iacy’s mast was 
bumped loose, ahd sho was obliged to 
shorten sail: ‘The Phantont was, however, 
leading at the time ; and thete was, we be- 
lieve, little doubt that she would have 
come in s winner, apart from this accident. 

Collections were made last Sunday at 
the several churches, in favour of the Chi- 
néso hospital and inore than $700 were rea- 
lived, A similar: course should be taken 
after a short interval, in favour ofthe Hong- 
que hospital. The Chinese hospital, ftom its 
long establishment, is more fatniliat to us ;

. Ttonly needs that their claims should be 
brought judiciously and opportunely before

The Chief Light-house Engineer has 
gone down to the North Saddle with 
the first instalment of material and 
other appliances necessary for laying the 
foundation of a Light-howse on that 
island. A mandarin has also gone down 
for the purpose it is said, of effecting 
the purchase of the land required for 
the Light-house, as well as to come to 
an understanding with the natives as to 
the beneficent object of the building, and 
with the workmen, as to their pay.” 

Europeans are generally under the im- 
pression that the celestial social law and 
code of morality, it of the lowest order; and 
that chastity, with their women, is but a 
bye-word. This, no doubt, is in a measure 
owing to so few Westerners being really 
acquainted with the higher class of Chinese, 
and looking upon polygamy as atv establish- 
ed rule rather than m exceptio. But in 
no country in the world is adultery so 
severely dealt with, or retribution so 
terribly exercised for infringing on this 
our seventh commandment, asin China, 
Ahorrible instance of-this.occurred a fow 
days ago, near Shanghai. A married lady 
forming a guilty alliance with a friend of 
her brother’s, made up her mind to put an 
end to her husband’s life by some means 
or other, and forthwith divulged her pro- 
ject to her paramour, who at once gallant- 
ly offered to undertake the work for her. 
‘He eventually effected his design by poison. 
The man was duly placed in his coffin, and 
the usual ceremony performed over his 
body. But after a time suspicion arose as 
to the cause of his death, and the woman, 
after frightful torture, admitted having 
committed the crime or crimes alleged, but 
to the last denied that her lover had any- 
thing to do with the murder. She was 
then nailed hands snd feet, on to the top 
of her hnsband’s euffin, Iris body being 
ina state of decomposition, axtd there inger- 
ed for nearly four days, until death put an 
end to her sufferings. Since then, the man 
and principal malefactor having confessed 
to every thing, has been decapitated ; and 
his head now hangs in a cage, not far from 
where the awful tragedy book place. 

An extraordinary tragedy is reported 
from Chung-hsien, inthe Suoa-smixo dis- 
trict. A barber living in the Yaménkilled the 
mandarin, his wife, and children—five 
persons—with a large kitchen knife ; and 
alleged that he was instigated to the crime 
by @ big black devil. He has been sent 
to Shao-hsing for trial. Our correspondent 
suggests D.T’s. - 

A correspondént ‘writes to us regarding 
the delivery of coast letters at Foockow. 
Some of our readers may not be aware that 
a branch of the Shanghai Local Post Office 
exists at that port, under the charge of 
Messrs. Hedge & Co. Woe bring the fact 
prominently before them, because we think 
it would tend to general convenience if the 
institution were more habitually availed of. 
The Local Post Office tends to relieve 
agents of steamers from the tax of deliver- 
ing letters; and, from its organisation, 
should be able to deliver more speedily. 
There is a dangor, too, that, if sent by pri- 
vate hands, they msy fall into the hands of 
the British Post Office, snd be muleted in 
heavy postage. We hbayo known such 





cases occur. We print, elsewhere, the 
minutes of proceedings at a Naval Court 
held at Foochow, to enquire into the loss of 
the steamer Prince Kung. 

Trewrsrs The Nanzing brought dates 
to 18th April, and telegrams to Sth April. 
—At the northern market business continu 
ed extremely dull—S. S. Camlets were no- 
minally Tis. $1.00, T-Cloths and Drills 
were entirely neglected. 

Saran papers report that the Flying 
‘Squadron left Yokohama for Yedo Bay on 
Wednesday the 13th ; and on the following 
Saturday were to give the Japanese officiale 
an opportunity of seeing the evolutions in 
naval tactics. 

The through line from Bomsay to Car- 
corra, isat length eompleted. ‘Tho last 
key was driven by the Duke of Edinburgh, 
‘at Jubbulpore, on tho 8th ultimo, in the 
presence of a gorgeous assembly of native 
chiefs and nobles, who had gathered from 
all parts, to honour the Prince and the 
occasion. 

From Howoxoxe, we Jeam that Mr. 
‘Moss was to start om the 18th inst., 
for Canton, whence he will eommence 
his journey on behalf of the Chamber 
of Commerce into the interior, The 
route will be that which he originally 
proposed, namely, up the West River pass~ 
ing Wuchaufoo, Sinchaufoo, Nanningfoo, 
as far as the River is navigable by boat, 
which is understood to be to Pehshihting, 
in Kwangse, and thence westward. The 
proposed journey it is contemplated will 
take nine months. Sir R. and Lady 
‘MacDonnell left on the 12th for England, 
by the P. M. Steamer. 


‘Asa proof of the progress of trade at’ 
Baxoxox the Siam Times mentions that 
three steamers have left in one week for 
Singapore, and there is a prospect that 
two steamers will in future regularly run 
between the two ports. Its next great 
want is a regular line of steamers to Hong- 
kong, and ‘it is hoped that the spirit of 
enterprise that exists here, will ere long 
effect this desirable and much needed 
result.” There is also a prospect of telegra- 
phic communication being established be- 
tween Bangkok and Rangoon. H.B.M.Con- 
sulGeneral, Mr. T. B. Knox, has just been 
making preliminary investigations for a 
route. The Times says “If this tele- 
graphic communication is effected, it will 
Sad largely to the colamercial interests of 
our City. We hope it will be a complete 
success, a8 it will connect us closely not 
only to Burmah, but to India, Europe and 
the world. We hope it will not stop here, 
‘Dut that ere long, connections between 
this, Saigon, and China will be effect 
ed.’ The present Government of Siam is 
sufficiently enlightened to facilitate rathor 
than such desirable results. If 
effected, however, it will probably have to 
be done without’ making any drafts upon 
the available cash of this Kingdom. 
Though abounding in wealth, expendi- 
ture on national and public improvements 
is a branch of political economy the 
Siamese Government is averse to, because 
it has had no experience to show that it is 
the high road to still greater national 
wealth.”

‘THE MONICIPALITY. 


Tut Notification by the several treaty 
Consuis, convening the next meeting 
of Land Renters, contains several fea 
tures of interest. It is, to begin with, 
the first meeting under the new Land 
Regulations ; and, like the recent poll 
for Municipal Councillors, stands open 
to many members of the community 
who have not, hitherto, had a voice in 
the management of local affairs. The 
term Land Renters must, in fact, be 
abandoned, in favour of Rate Payers; 
for land ownership is, now, only one 
among other qualifications, Any one 
who pays an assessed tax of Tis. 10 per 
annum} or whose house rent amounts 
to Tis. 500 per annum, has, now, an 
equal privilege of speaking and voting, 
tath the man who owns Tis, 500 worth 
of land. The franchise is a simple one; 
and, if not remarkable for excessive 
Tiberalism, is a great improvement on 
the previous system. The old Land Re- 
gaulations answered their purpose well ; 
under them the settlement has grown 
and thriven; they have given us good 
roads; @ fuir system of drainage ; well 
lighted streets; an excellent police force, 
and a security for life and property 
greater than can be boasted by many 
towns of equal size, in Europe. The; 
were inaugurated when the foreign se 
tlement comprised some twenty hongs ; 
and they leave it, with a population of 
1,662 foreign residents, besides an 
average of 1,000 to 1,200 seamen ; and 
a trade of £ 30,000,000 sterling. The 
very fact of this expansion, however, 
necessitates their abandonment in 
favour of a more comprehensive scheme 
of Manicipal Government. May tho 
new Regulations preside over as rapid 
progress as the old ones! 

The extension of the franchise from 
340 electors, of whom more than balf 
‘wore absent, to 467 of whom a large 
majority are resident, involves oth 
changes. The large hall of the Ma- 
sonic temple has been acquired for 
the accommodation of the new parlia- 
ment; tho time of meeting has been 
anteponed to 10 am, to allow for 

rolonged discussion ; and a set of rales 
Pas been drawn up for regolating the 
proceedings, which have hitherto par- 
taken more of the character of a con- 
versation than a d&bate. There is much 
difference of opinion, in regard to these 
Rules of Procedure. Favorers of the 
old system argue that men have not 
time, in Shanghai, to think out a subject 
in all its bearings, and to prepare long 
speeches which shall exhaust their 
views in regard to it. They used to go 
to Land Renters meetings to chat over 
matters; and light was evolved from 
the attrition of conversational argu- 
ment, If this conversational practice is 
checked, there will be less likelihood of 
a satisfactory conclusion being attained. 
‘There is much force in these remarks ; 
but, uuless some restriction be placed 
‘on the conversational tendencies of 500 
men, there is danger that the proceed- 
ings will be interminable—assuming al- 
ways that the whole, or a large propor- 
tion of, the number, avail themselves of 
their new privilege. It is however very | 
unlikely that all will do so. The re- 
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cent poll for Municipal Councillors 
evoked fewer votes than were usually 
recorded under the old system, and 
it is quite likely that the same pheno- 
menon will occur, at Land Reuters’ 
Meetings. Iu that case, the Chairman has 
discretion to relax the rales, and allow 
matters to go on as they were wont; 
if the nambers present are exception- 
ally large, the rales are there, to rega- 
late proceedings. 

‘The official list of business sketched 
in the notification, is a purely formal 
one. Bat other special subjects aro like- 
ly to come up for discussion, which we 
shall no doubt hear of, before the event. 
Foremost among these, is the ever- 
recarring question of river fron! 

ich, we believe, much difference 
of opivion prevails. Our own opinion 
is in favour of » wharf froutage, owned 
by the municipality, on which no build- 
ings of any Kind should be allowed.

the warehouses at Hongqte. How- 
over this may be, there can be no doubt 
of the urgent necessity for measures 
tending to conserve the river channel ; 
and if, as we believe, the rectification 
of our Bund line is essential to this 
end, the importance of a resolution be- 
ing arrived at, isclear. The objection 
has been always raised, that pablic 
money should not be spent, until it is 
decided that the recovered Innd will be 
public property. Then, why not test 
the question, once for all, and have it 
settled? We have seen almost equally 
hopeless difficalties elucidated, during 
the past year—the Recreation Fand, 
for example, put on a clear basis, and 
the Club set on its feet. Is it quite 
hopeless to solve so important a point 
as that of river frontage ? 

Another question, is that of Water 
Supply, in reference to which the Coun- 
cil liave, we believe, taken pains to col- 
lect samples from many neighboring 
places. The purchase of the land at 
the corner of Honan and Foochow 
Roads has to be confirmed; and the 
qnestion of erecting public buildings 
will, we presume, come up in connection 
therewith. There may, too, be found 
some one to express a wish that the 
ridiculous names of North Well, South 
Well and Western Roads may be aban- 
doned, in favour of the old familiar 
terms, Bubbling Well, Sinza and Fab- 
hwa. 














CHINESE LAW. 


‘Tar Civil Code of China is well worthy 
of attention as, unless it is studied not 
only in its theoretical idea, but in its 
practical and daily working, wo can 
form no correct or adequate notion of 
the relations that really exist between 
the governors and the governed. The 
laws which regulate hereditary suc- 
cession are of the: first importance, a8 
we know that the fashion of a 

life is largely influenced by the rales 
Iaid down on this point. It has been 
the custom to speak of China as a land 
in’ which honours and dignitiés are not 











transmitted from “sire to son;” yet 
this is toa certain extent. popular 
fallacy, highly usefal when a case is to 
be made out in favour of. “life peer- 
ages,” but hardly strong enough to 
bear the actual test of comparison with 
the existing order of things. For as 
Sir George Staunton points out, there’ 
are, in the Middle Kingdom, eight pri” 
vileged classes, The first includes the 
relations and connections of the Em-. 
peror; the second comprebends all 
those servants of the Crown, who are 
distinguished for their long and faith- 
fal service; the third includes those 
who are illustrious for their actions; 
the fourth class comprehends those 
who are eminent for their wisdom and 
virtue; the fifth includes those who 
possess at abilities; the sixth in- 
cludes thosb who by day and by night, 
are zealously and assiduously engaged 
the performance of their Civil and 
Military duties; the seventh consists 
of the nobility, which includes all por- 
sors of the first rank, and those of 
second. and third who are in any Civil 
or Military command; the eighth in- 
cludes the second and third genera- 
tions of those who have been disti 
d for their wisdom and eminent 
services. 

Now itis idle, when we seo institu- 
tions like this existing in the country, 
to say that hereditary rank is unknown; 
and indeed the civil code provides for 
the succession by ordaining that ever, 
officer whose rank and title are here 
tary, shall be succeeded in them by his 
principal wife's eldest son or by his 
logal representative; and it is raled 
that, if such son aud his representative 
‘tre deceased or incapacitated to suc- 
ceed, the son next in age or his repre- 
all be called to the succes- 
no such sons or 
representatives, the sons of the other 
wives and their legal representatives 
shall, according to seniority, be enti- 
tled to the succession. Violations of 

rules are severcly punished. 
plain that a man who writes 
about China should keep these distinct 
provisions fally in mind; and the more 
they are studied and considered tho 
more we shall see how acertain shrewd- 
if not a broad political insight, 
originally dictated the enactment, 

Bat if we are pleased with one piece 
of legislation here and there, in the ver- 
bose and extensive code, we are struck 
by the amazing discrepancies between 
theory and practice in others. There 
is one axiom repeatedly insiated on ; 
viz: the appointment and removal of 
officers depend on the authority of the 
Emperor. Thus, if any great officer of 
state presume to confer any appoint 
ment on his own authority, he incurs 
the danger of losing his head, This 
role is virtually a nullity, for we see ro- 
peated instances of the- Governors of 
the provinces filling up vacancies, If 
the law were rigidly read according 
to the letter, these breaches of duty 
would be punished with great sever- 
ity ; as it is, the difficalty is got ov 
like similar difficulties in more ed. 
lands, by that most convenient of all 
contrivances a “legal fiction.” The 
vacancies are all supposed to be filled 
up by the Emperor, thongh the ver- 

illion pencil has never written tho 
namie of-the man who is put. into 
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on of the salary and insignia of 
office; but he is sppointed ad interim. 
This satisfies everybody, aud the word 
of promise is kept to the ear but 
broken te thesense. Iu another direc- 
tion, justice miscarries, Irregular in- 
terferonce of superiors with subordin- 
ate magistrates is-strictly interdicted, 
bat in serions cases the attendance of 
members of the inferior tribunals may 
be called in, This would seem to be a 
check on iniquitous proceedings, butasa 
fact saperior magistrates do step in and 
occasion the failare of the appeal, and 
make the vepetition of the investigation 
before the assessors nugatory. ‘These 
instances must suffice for the pres 
but they may havea use in showing 
how the theoretical good which is to 
bo found in the code, is minimized by 
vicious administration. 




















OBJECT LESSONS. 


“Object Lessons” now form an im- 
portant part of a child’s education; and 
there can be little doubt that the eye 
is a medium through which we can 

more ensily and rapidly taught, than 
the ear. Many books have been writ- 
ten about China and the Chinese, and 
yet thexe volumes have not perhaps af- 
forded a tenth part of the information 
that was derived from a glance at the 
old Chinese Collection. Lt is now many 
years ago, since the Chineso world in 
miniature was exhibited “on a piece of 
ground contiguous to the White Horse 
Tavern, Kuightsbridge.” Since that 
day,we have had Crystal Palaces, Ex- 
hibitions of Art “Treasures, Muse- 
uns of ancient relics, and’ modern 
collections of indus products ; 
and fo ithas come about, that Dunn's 
Chinexe collection is nlmost  for- 
gotten ; but it nevertheless did good 
sorvive in its time, and not only open- 
ed the eyes of people at home to the 
charactor of Chinese art, bat gave them 
an insight into the manners and cus- 
toms of the various orders of the popu- 






























lation. We recollect, well, our sensa- 
tion of pleasure on visiting this amaz- 
ing gathoring of miscellaneous srticles ; 


we remember the two flights of steps, 
the long gallery leading from the hall 
of entrance, the large model of the 
Honan Joss House, with the three 
monstrous, idols, and the life size 
models of Buddhist and Taoist priests, 
gentlemen, coolies, soldiers, archers and 
men of letters. We passed three de- 
lightfal hours in wandering about the 
capacions museum, and we learned an 
“object lesson” that we never forgot. 
The services of China, the japanued 
cabinets, the vases, lamps, images, paint- 
ing materials, mirrors, pipes, models 
of sampans and junks prodaced a very 
marvellous general effect, and taught 
us much concerning the domestic havits 
of the small-eyed nation, Now, it is 
matter of wonder, that an attempt has 
never been made to get np some simi- 
lar exhibition in China, with a view to 
give. the natives an idea of foreign 
manufactures, arts, and sciences. Of 
‘course, it may be said that, in ono sense, 
‘the Foreign Settlements are exhibitions 
of western manners and customs, set up 
in the midst of the Flowery Land for 
the children of Han to copy ; but there 
are many things at home which have 
no counterparts ont here, and models 








hydraulic presses, 


of these wonld—not “astonish,” for 
“ nil admirari,” is the motto of Orien- 
but certainly would enlighten the 
natives. First and foremost we might 
exhibit working models of locomotives, 

steam hammers, 
and the like. We should not do amiss 
either, if copies of the great bridges 
of Europe were exhibited, as at pre- 
sent the only idea that a Chinaman 
has of a foreign built bridge is the 
monstrous wooden stractare that spans 
the Soochow creek. Further, English 
art should be represented. As long 
as the Chinese find foreigners spending 
extravagant sums in the purchase of 
tasteless curios, they will believe that 
onr own “Art mauufactares,” as Mr. 
Cole C. B. used to call them, are in- 
ferior to theirs; but, if they were 
shown European ornaments, they might, 
in time, be stimolated to approve, 
and then after a time they might be 
led to copy ; and if there be any trath 
in the doctrines of onr day, a nation 
is elevated intellectually aud even mo- 
rally, by the development of its ss- 
thetic tastes. We do not imagine that 
tho people. wonld: ensily overcome 
their prejudices favour of the time- 
honoured fashions of their own land, 
but we rebel to believe that, here and 
there, we should not find a ‘open 
to conviction and capable of adopting 
improvement. Tarkey seemed, for 
centuries, impenetrable to the ministers 
of western civilization, but it is 
now eagerly adopting our fashions. 
There is no reason why China shonld 
not follow along the road that Turkey 
is travelling. But the people must be 
allowed to see with their own eyes, the 
good fruits of our system. Hitherto, 
they have been told that we are semi- 
savages, whose sole object is plunder, 
and whose sole superiority cousists in a 
larger acquaintance with the sciences 
that have, for their object, the destrac- 
tion of life. If they were shown illus- 
trations of the many procésses by which 
Inbour. is lessened, time saved, and 
comfort increased, they could not fail 
to be impressed by it. We believe 
that a Polytechnic in Shanghai would 
exercise a very beneficial effect on the 
natives, and asa speculation woald, at 
first, pay its expenses, nnd ultimately 
tend to facilitate the peacefal opening 
up of the country. The self-centred 
barbarian is proud of having few wants- 
the civilized man exalts in the belief 
has scarcely a reasonable desire 
that intelligent labour will not at last 
enable him to gratify. Our mission in 
this country is to create wants, 
































‘THE CHINA TELEGRAPH COMPANT. 


Ir has, forsome time past, been consider- 
ed that a line of electrictelegraph wires, 
for. commani Europe, 
China and Japan, has becoma neces 
sary for the safe condnet of a vast 
and inerensing trade; and that, if lines 
of wire were to be coustracted at mode- 
rate cost, the yearly returns would 
cause the speculation to be a profitable 
one to the shareholders, 

The foreign trade with China, in the 
articles of tea, ailk, opium, drags, manu 
factured fabrics, metals, &., has a 
yearly value amounting to about 120 














millions of pounds sterling, including 


20 millions of pounds sterling the value 
of re-exports; and this large trade is not 
likely to fall off. On the contrary,a mo- 





may be looked for. is strictly 
foreign trade, the local or coast trade, 
carried on almost exclusively by the 
natives of China, should be taken into 
account by the shareholders of a tele- 
phic line. It is difficult to state 
with confidence the yearly value of this 
trade, but it is said to exceed in valuo 
yearly the sum of 50 millions of pounds 
sterling, aud the estimate isa credible 
one; therefore the yearly value of the 
foreign and coasttrade of Uhinabetween 
the soathern port of Canton and the 
northern ports of Tientsin and New- 
chwang, and theports intermediate, may 
be considered as of 170 millions of 
pounds sterling. ‘This estimate of the 
value of the imports and exports does 
not follow the Chinese trade into its 
namerous ramifications aud maltipli- 
cations, and may be taken as a mod- 
erate statement, rather below than 
above the reality. Some American 
merchants of high standing, who care- 
fally examined the matter three years 
ago, stated that, in their opinion, the 
yearly valae of the trade refered to is 
about 900 million of dollars, or 
£ 202,500,000 sterling. 

Tho yearly value of the foreign trado 
with Japan amennts to about 6 million 
of pounds sterling. There is also n largo 
native trade between the ports of Osaka, 
Yokohama aud Nagasaki, the amoant 
of which can at the present time be 
stated as very considerable, but there 
are no means of obtaining reliuble esti- 
mati 

The trade of Chinaand Japan, which 
woald contribate to the support of tele- 
communication with Enrope, 
a, India nnd the United Statev, 
may be sifely estimated as of the va'ne 
of 180 millions of ponnds sterling. For 
the suke of comparison, the figures uu- 
dermentioned aro appended, taken from.

‘We welcome tlie coming advance 
of the China Submarine Telegraph Com- 
any Limited of London, We are 
informed that this Company will, if 
no accident occurs, lay their Jine on 
the China coast in-the spring of 1871. 
‘When the line is laid, and completed, 
China and Japan will have communi- 
cation with Burope by way of Singapore, 
Bombay—the Red Sea, and via the 
“Mediterranean by unbroken sea line 
extending from Falmouth to Bombay

ployé of the line to keep back, or unduly 
expedite any despatch. The Chinese will 
haveevery proof of the perfect fair deal- 
ing and trustworthiness ofthe Company, 
and endeavours will be made to pro- 
mote the general use, by natives, of tele- 
graphic communications. 

On consideration, it seems to us that, 
although the establishment of telegraphs 
will bring some altered conditions to the 
foreign traders, yet the advantages pre- 
ponderate over the inevitable 
veniences. The Chiuese trade 
doubt have a yearly extension of value; 
but owing to «change of circumstances, 

ikely to be increas- 
ingly subdivided, as the few rem: 
ing old foreign firms in China, partly 
from necessity and partly from con- 
victions brought by experience, ai 
disposed or forced to confine their 
establishments to the three prim- 
ary ports of Hongkong, Foochow aud 
Shanghai.

The sub-division of the trade must 
therefore be accepted as inevitable; and 
to carry on the business of Europe, I 
dia, and the United States, in China 
and Japan, satisfactorily, telegraphic 
communication is necessary. Other 
changes of trade are being developed, 
and these evident ohanges and altera- 
tions.give increased foree to our opinion 
that the sooner the telegraphic connec- 
tions between Europe and Chiua are 
made the better for all of us.

DEPUTATION TO LORD CLARENDON. 


We give as brivfly.as we can, a summary 
of the interview between the China 
merchantsand Lord Clareudon, Messrs. 
Hugh Matheson, Bower, Gilman, and 
Magniac addressed the Foreign Secre- 
tary at cousiderable length, and most 
clearly demonstrated the justice of their 
claims. The first speaker contrasted 
the promising appearance that Chi 
affairs presented, on the occasion of tl 
ratification of the Treaty of Tientsin, 
with the present “situation.” Mr. 
Bower, while doing fall justice to the 
zeal of our Minister at Pekin, explained 
that he believed him to have been mis- 
taken in material points, and-showed, 
that the.Convention is highly disadvan- 
tageous as compared with the Treaty, 
even on the supposition that both will 
be religionsly and scrapalonsly carried 
out by the Chinese: He alleged that 
while under the Treaty, five per cent im- 
port duty, and 22 per cent for internal 
‘dues would free foreign merchants of all 
China, the Convention would leavethem, 
































as segards ine proviuces ont of the 


eighteen, subject to that which Sit 
Henry Pottinger, in 1842, and Lord 
Elgin in 1858 took infinite pains to free 
us from namely; the capricious internal 
exactions of Chinese officials spread 
throughout the country.

‘We have not at present time to sum- 
marise Lord Clareudon’s lengthy reply, 
but we may notice.that he deptccates 
the idea of Mr. Hart having in any 
sense inspired the Convention. With 
regard to the duties on foreign imports, 
His Lordship says, “even if Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government had slaved the 
\view expressed by the memorialists as 
to the .construction which should be 
-placed upon the treaty  stipalntions 
‘bearing on this qnestion, it would have 

































‘been, in. their .opinion, very" (lesirable 
that’ those stipulations. pliogll.’, bo 
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revised or modified.” This is certainly 
not satisfactory, though in bis conclud- 
ing remark ‘the Foreign Secretary 
pledges himself that the ratification of 
the Convention shall not be burried 
throigh. This is at all events some- 
thing gained. 





THE “ PRINCE KUNG” 





CASE. 


With reference to the proceedings of 
the Naval Court lately held at Foochow 
to enquire into the circumstances at- 
tending the loss of the “Prince Kung,” 
‘aud which we have published in ez- 
tengo in the last two issues of this pa- 
per, we think it right, iu order to pre- 
vent misconception on the part of all 
persons interested in shipping, insur- 
auce, or otherwise, to explain that we 
have it on good authority that the lust 
clause in the decision, in which blame 
is attributed to the shipping master of 
this port, appears to have been founded 
upon an entire misapprehension of the 
136th Section of the Merchant Ship- 
ping Act 1854, which, it will be seen from 
the quotation we append, applies only 
to vessels lesving a port in the United 
Kingdom. Is stands to reason, more- 
over, that the obligation provided for 
cannot be intended to apply to this or 
any port out of the United Kingdom 
seeing that there are no means or ap- 
plinnces provided for the granting of 
certificates of competency to masters 
or mates of ships. 

It is, no doubt, the duty of the ship- 
ping clerk, in this or any other Consu- 
late, on the engagement of a mate or 
other oflicer to enquire whether he pos- 
sosses n certificate of competency, aud if 
he does to cuter the number thereof on 
the articles ; but, should the party be 
without suct a certificate, the master 
if he deems fit is at liberty to engage 
the man, the shipping clerk taking the 
precantion to inform him that the pro- 
visions of the Act are liable to be en- 
forced should the vessel at any time 
during the voyage leave a port of the 
United Kingdom. This duty is defined 
by a paragraph in the Board of Trade 
Instructions to Consuls, a copy of which 
we also publish, 


Section 136 of the Merchant Shipping 
Act 1854. 

No Foreign-going ship or Home Trade 
Passenger ship shall go to. seu from any 
port. in the United Kingdom unless the 
faster thereof, and in the case of a Foreign- 
going ship tho First and Second Mates, or 
only Mate (a8 the case may be), and in the 

“ ease of a Home Trade Passenger ship the 
First or only Mate (as the case may be), 
have obtained and possess valid Certi- 
fieates either of Competency or Service 
appropriate to their several stations in such 
ship, or of a higher grade; and no. such 
ship, if of one hundred tons burden or up- 
wards, shall go to ses as aforesaid, unless 
at least one officer besic the Master has 
obtained and possesses a valid Certificate 
appropriate to the grade of only Mate there- 
in or to a higher grade; amd. every person 
who, having been engaged to serve as Mas- 
ter, or as Fitst or Second or only Mate of 
any Foreign-going ship, or as Master or 
firs or only Mate of s'Home Trade. Pas- 
scnger ship, goes to sea. as aforesaid as 

-such Master or Mate without being at the 

. time entitled to and possessed of such a 
Certificate as herein-before required, or who 
gmploy any: pon, Master, of Fit 

econd, or only Mate of any -going 
ship, of as Master or First or only ‘Mate of 
2 Home Trade Passenger ship, without as- 














certaining that he is at the time entitled to 
and possessed of such Certificate, shall for 
each such offence incur a Penalty not ex- 
ceeding Fifty Pounds. 

Extract from Instructions to Consuls 

dated December, 1869. 

4.—The Master and crew being in atten- 
dance, the Consul should see that the pro- 
visions of the Act, (S.S. 44 and 46,) as to 
the Master’s name being on the ship's re- 
gister are complied with. 

‘The provisions of the Merchant Shipping 
Acts which require that Masters, Mates, or 
Engineers shall. possess Certificates of Com- 
petency or service relate to case$ in which 
ships go to sea from ports in the United 
Kinglom, Whenever a Master, Mate or 
Engineer holds.a Certificate of Competency 
or service, it should be produced to the 
Consul, and thé number of it should be 
inserted—opposite the name of the posse: 
sor in any form in which his nameappears ; 
and whenever he does not hold one he 
should be reminded of the provisions of s. 
136 of the ‘Merchant Shipping Act 1854 
and s. 5 of the Merchant Shipping Act 
Amendment Act 1862,” which would be en- 
forced if the ship at any time in the course 
of the voyage should go to sea from the 
United Kingdom,

Isthesecolumnsthere appeared, last month, 
‘a notice of the work done during the past 
year at the London Mission Hospital, Han- 
kow. It is now our pleasing duty to call 
attention to an institution of the same na- 
ture,—also connected with the London Mis- 
sionary Society—which, from various causes, 
has acquired a greater name for itself. We 
refer to the Hospital in Peking under the 
charge of Dr. Dudgeon, a copy of whose 
‘Report for the year 1869 now lies before us; 
and so interesting are its contents that we 
regret that our space will only allow ws to 
give a brief summary of them. 

During the past year, 14,420 out, and 94 
in-patients were brought under medical or 
surgical treatment. Of the out patients, 
10,649 were men and 3,771 women ; we are 
not told the proportion of the sexes among 
the in-patients. It is not uninteresting to 
note that the medical cases have, for the 
Iast two or three years, predominated in 
number over the surgical ones ; and in 1869 
this fact particularly shewed itself. Now, 
every one who has held any converse with 
the people of this Empire, will readily re- 
collect having been told that it is a preva- 
lent notion, among the Chinese, that foreign 
doctors do assuredly know more about. sur- 
gery than native practitioners, but are not 
to be trusted in the treatment of medical or 
internal affections. The Pekingese, how- 
ever, as one may see from the facts repre- 
sented in the report under review, appear 
to have great confidence in Dr. Dudgeon’s 
medical skill. It isalso highly satisfactory, 
in connection with this subject, to learn 
that every year sees more females coming 
toask advice or receive medicine. “In 
proportion,” says the Doctor, ‘as we gain 
the women and mothers of China—who are 
the most exclusive, and who often run or 
hide themselves at the sight of a foreigner 
—we are making headway against ignorance, 
pride, superstition and exclusiveness.” 
Great, however, as the belief of the Chinese 
in foreign surgical treatment may be, it is 
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seldom that they will submit themselves 
to be operated on with the knife. Their 
superstitious ideas with respect to the ne- 
cessity of keeping the body complete, appear 
to have disappeared in the case of one mnan, 
who having brnised his left hand by a fall, 
was brought to see the necessity of amputa- 
tion. ‘This case is described in the Report 
as the first in the history of the Hospital, 
and, fortunately for the credit of foreign 
surgery, it was- completely successful one. 

Cough, asthma, dyspepsia, neuralgia and 
rheumatism appear to have been the prin- 
cipal medical diseases. Small-pox was very 
prevalent last year ; in fact, it is represent- 
ed as endemic. Dr. Dudgeon recommends 
that foreigners should have themselves 
re-vaceinated before coming to China. 
Among the surgical cases figure abscesses, 
ulcers, bruises, and a largs number of eye 
and skin diseases. The following extract 
from the Report shows the native method 
of treating uleers and abscesses, and will no 
doubt be read with interest -— 

Abscesses and uleers in the palm of 
the hand, and whitlow from injuries and 
splinters ‘of wood and straw, have been 
remarkably common this year. In Pe- 
king, the water-drawers, inhabitants of 
the province of Shantung, the black- 
smiths and. iron-founders and workers 
in coal, inhabitants of the province of 
Shansi,’ joiners, from the, south of Chihli, 
are frequently afllicted in this way. ‘The 
Chinese treatment, in such cases, is to 
snear the part with a thick layer of yellow 
earth, or of a compound plaster, which cer- 
tainly hides the bleeding or wound, but 
neither alleviates the pain, nor hastens 
suppuration and free discharge. So tena- 
cious is the application, that often the 
whole hand becomes infiltrated with pus, 
and assumes serious dimensions, ‘There is 
often suppuration of muscles, tendons and 
ligaments, with the loss sometimes of one 
oF more fingers. * * * 

‘The application of the ‘ dry-earth sys- 
tem” for wounds, is not new in China, It 
is one of the commonest applications to 
abscesses and ulcers. Yellow earth—which 
abounds here, a few fect below the surface, 
and which is used extensively for mixing 
with coal-dust, forming balls for domestic 
use—with the addition of some aromatic 
powder, is widely used. It occurs in their 
medical books, among remedial agents. It 
is also used in the removal of grease spots 
from clothes. Chinese practice is to keep 
the, paris, dry, ‘because if 20, they then 
heal, and it also prevents the itritating dis- 
charges from inoculating, so to speak, 
healthy parts.” 

Accidents of all kinds occurred, and 
among them are classed a great many cases 
of self-inflicted wounds, the Pekingese 
being apparently very prone to take re- 
venge on their enemies by chopping off 
their own fingers or disembowelling them- 
selves, For the latter act Dr. Dud- 
geon has coined the word kviliotomy. Not- 
withstanding his many observations of the 
results of opium, no case of poisoning 
by opium has been seen by him. Here 
we may take occasion to remark that, won- 
derful to state, the opium question, which 
he has lately proved himself to have been 
studying, is not once referred to in the 
Report. But, to return to accidents, what 
does the reader, who has probably fre- 
quently heard of the convenient size and 
safety of the streets in Peking, think of 
the following mode of dying — 

“This year, a little way north of the 
‘Hospital, in the great thoroughfare, a cart 
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capsized and ther passenger inside was 
drowned in the public streets of Peking, and 
some hours elapsed before the body was found! 

We are glad to find that the Hospital is 
in a flourishing condition, snd that it has 
been able to detach a duly qualified Chi- 
nese assistant for service ina Dispensary 
at Tientsin. Three others are now being 
instructed in the healing art by Dr. Dud- 
geon, who, however, we think allows too 
short a period of teaching to the third 
assistant, whom he represents as having 
already been under instruction for siz 
months, aud whom he proposes to send back 
next year to his native province, for the 
purpose of engaging in medical practice. 
Surely, what is worth learning is worth 
learning well. 

‘The Report contains interesting notes of 
‘medical cases, and valuable descriptions of 
various native manners and customs: We 
are also presented with a note on Chinese 
medicine, as an appendix. The Report is, 
on the whole, an excellent production, and 
its get up is highly creditable to the press 
which has issued it, We do not always sce 
the connection of the notes in small type 
with the matter which appears in large 
print; but we shall not grumble thereat. 
We congratulate Dr. Dudgeon on the sue- 
cess of his labours in 1869.

Ws are frequently favored with reports of 
Hospitals and Dispensaries carried on by 
Medical Missionaries and Medical Practi- 
tioners in the different ports of China, and 
we hail with unfeigned pleasure the success 
which uniformly attends these institutions. 
We have now before us the 23rd annual 
report of the Chinese Hospital at Shanghai, 
and before noticing it more particularly, it 
may be well to give a short resumé of the 
foundation and history of this institution. 
On looking overa volume of its old reports, 
we find that medical work was commenced 
by Dr. Lockhart at Shanghai, in 1844, in 
the eastern and southern suburbs of the 
city, and carried on there for 2 years. At 
the expiration of that time, the premises 
were found inadequate for the accommoda- 
tion of the patients. A piece of ground 
was therefore bought outside the north 
gate of the city, on which a building 
was erected at a cost of $3,500. 
‘The new Hospital was opened in the early 
part of 1847, and on reference to the report 
of July 1847 to Dec. 1848—we find Dr. 
Lockhart writes that “during the months 
of Sep. and Oct. 1848, the wards were filled 
with cases of gunshot wounds and severe 
burns received on board junks which had 
been attacked by pirates.” We also find re- 
corded, in the above report, an account of 
the first operation performed in the Hospi- 
tal under cliloroform. The case was one 
of amputation of the fore-arm, and termin- 
ated successfully. Many men wounded 
during the Triad occupation of Shanghai, 
were also treated during Dr. Lockhart’s 
term of office. Dr. Lockhart carried on the 
work of the hospital almost uninterrupted- 
ly for 18 years. On perusing the annual 
reports for those years, we are struck with

the vast amount of work done. Dr. Locl 
hart speaks of having attended upwards of 
150,000 patients. The following summary 
of cases attests the importance of the surgical 
part of his work: 285 cases of fracture were 
recorded, 34 dislocations, 37 amputations, 
655 gunshot wounds, 182 sword wounds. 
Dr. Lockhart resigned the charge of the 
Hospital in December 1857, and was suc- 
ceeded by Dr. Hobson, who acted as medical 
officer during 1858, and part of 1859. 

In April 1860, the late Dr. Henderson 
succeeded to the appointment, and carried 
on the work of the Hospital for 4 years. 
In looking over the reports for that period, 
we find them replete with interest. 2,127 
Patients were under treatment in the wards 
of the Hospital. The following surgical cases 
are reported—310 fractures, 306 gunshot 
wounds, 243 sword wounds; 413 eye 
operations as follows—27 cataract, 185 
iridectomy, 221 entropion. The num- 
ber of medical cases, also under treat- 
ment at the same time, was very great, 
owing to the severe epidemics of cholera, 
fever, and dysentery, which prevailed. In 
November, 1861, the old Hospital ground 
was sold, and with the proceeds a new and 
convenient site was purchased in the Lon- 
‘don Missionary Society’s compound, where 
the old Hospital building was re-erected, 
and a new house built for the medical 
officer. « 

In April, 1868, it was found necessary 
to get more accommodation and better 
sanatory arrangements for the Hospital ; 
and to accomplish this, the old build- 
ing was sold and removed, and with the 
proceeds a stone building was rented from 
the London Missionary Society, and fitted 
to accommodate 32 patients. We have 
thus traced the changes-which have taken 
place from the foundation of the Hospital up 
tothe present time. We have now only 
to glance at the results given in the 
reports for the last five years: 1,805 patients 
were under treatment in the wards of the 
hospital; during that period 151 fractures 
were treated, and upwards of 200 opera- 
tions performed. In glancing over last 
year’s report, we are pleased to notice the 
progress which vaccination is making 
amongst the Chinese. The Dispensary 
practice of the Hospital, weare told, islange- 
ly availed of by all classes of Chinese; 404 
patients were under treatment in the Hos- 
pital wards, 49 operations were performed, 
‘42 cases of fracture were treated, and 38 
cases of attempted suicide with opium were 
under treatment. 2 

Our readers will, we think, be interested 
in this brief review of the career of an 
institution which has been supported al- 
most entirely by themselves and by their 
predecessors, now, for more than a quarter 
of acentury. It is difficult to over-estim- 
ate the amount of good accomplished by 
hospitals in China. Not only do they relieve 
alarge amount of suffering, but they also, 
by removing prejudices, act as powerful 
pioneers in introducing western civilization 
tothe Chinese. We hope that the future 
career of the Chinese hospital will be as 
successful as its past ; and that it will con- 








tinue a worthy record of foreign charity.

‘THE SUEZ CANAL AND THE TEA TRADE, 
To the Editor of the 
Norru-Curxa Henan. 

Dean Six,—As the general impression 
seems to be that Mr. Lesseps’ grand en- 
gineering sitecess, the Suez canal, will in 
some measure revolutionize Eastern trade, 
There try to show a few results it will 
have, on that important branch of our com- 
merce, Tea 

Ist.—It will bring the producing and 
consuming districts closer together by 
speedier communication, which will make 
the stock that is taken forward from one 
season to another, weigh more heavily on 
the London market than hitherto. 

2nd.—It will make the stock this senson, 
when the new teas arrive, heavier than last 
year’s, as large arrivals will come forward 
month to six months earlier than usual. 

3rd.—It will bring the first new season’s 
teas on the London market at an unusually 
dull time, just as the harvest. in the coun- 
try and the summer holidays in London are 
‘commencing. 

4th.—It will take a great proportion of 
‘the Russian teas, that hitherto went viaLon- 
don to Odessa, by direct steamersfrom China, 

5th.—It will drive the fine clipper ships 
out of the trade, as the advantage of fast 
Passages round the Cape will be done away 
with. 

‘There can be no doubt about the first 
result; the stock which is sufficient for six 
months consumption will be felt more of an 
incubus than ever; the reduction of this must 
come sooner or later, and my impression 
is it will come in this way—~prices for com- 
mon teas will go to such alow point that 
for some seasons it will neither pay Chinese 
to prepare, nor merchants to ship them. 
At present the export more than keeps pace 
‘with the conrumption, but this cannot lst. 

‘The second result requires no remark, but 
the third isa serious imatter, for we shall 
undoubtedly see unreserved auctions again 
resorted to, and as there will be 5or 6 
steamers due about the same time, the 
anxiety to close the first eargo will be un- 
usually great ; this coming at n dull season 
must have only one result, declining prices. 

‘The fourth result. will reduce the expo 
demand in London, as Russian buyers wi 
ultimately make all their purchases in 
China ; the fifth and last will possibly be a 
benefit to trade here, as agents, intheiranxi- 
ety to despatch and load clippers have 
often ‘bought teas which they” would not 
otherwise have done. No one would think * 
of buying silk for the purpose of filling a 
B, and G. stonmer, and twill be the same 
with tea when the carrying trade is in the 
hands of public steam ‘companies. 

Before closing my letter I will just say a 
few words about the coming season. By 
last accounts there was a scarcity of fine 
tea in England, let not this lead people 
away, first arrivals in London will soon sup- 
ply that want. What we must try to avoid, 
is the course that will result in the same 
scarcity next spring. If, this year, fine first 
crop teas are again sold in London at the 
price of low medium we cannot prevent 
their going into consumption, but we can, 
with a little forbearance, institute such a 
range of prices that merchants will not be 
afraid to hold ; high cost will assuredly end 
in forced sales, as fine teas, of late years, 
after remaining in bonded ‘warehouses 12 
to 18 months become common Congou. 

Accounts from the producing districts are 
very unreliable, but there are more Hongs 
opened than last year, and copper cash is 10 
percentdearer. In afewisolated cases where 
‘Hongs are owned by intelligent natives who 
come into contact with foreigners, we may 
expect to see better prepared teas, but the 
bulk will, I presume, be much as in pre- 
‘vious seasons. 5

Ata Naval Court summoned to investigate 
the circumstances which led to the loss of the 
Steam ship ‘Prince Kung,” on the night of 
the 26th March, 18700n Grab Island-—present.

“Saturday, 26th March, 1870.—Fresh south-

‘ed at noon, proceeded down ths river as far as 
Woga point, anchored there at 4 P.at., for the 
tide, 6 v.3t. light southerly winds, and clear, 
weighed and proceeded to sea through the 
Woya channel.

The 
ship was. lying on her starboard side at high 
water with the sea breaking over her, at low 
water, the sea was up to the copperline, T 
saw large holes in her ty quarter. I think 
it was impossible to get her off. The water half 
covered the engines at low water, and they 
rere completely covered at high water, We 
had feobods, in the day cyan te for lower:

The Chinese 
Ungineer on watch stopped the engines, I 
found the discharge pipe broken. I reversed 
the engines and discharged the water into the 
hold. I then turned astern full speed. Of the 
Chinese, one had over four years service, I con- 
sidered him competent to take charge of the 
engines, I have never had a 2nd Engineer 
since I left England. I have been six anda 
half years Engineer of the Prince Kung, 1 
dame out from home in her. 

J cannot tell whether thé weather’ was 
thick or not when we struck. I was last on 
deck at § r. a. Idid not see the Mate. I last 
saw the mate about dark; he was sober; while 
landing and aftérwards, the mate was excited 
nut not under the influence of liquor. I have 
seen the mate: under the inflaence of liquor 
hefore, both at sea and’ on shore, the’ last 
time I saw him thus was 7 or § months ago: 

We turned astern for about 20 minutes, 
aswe did not move the Captain ordered us to 
stop.’ Fsectired’the engines, I did not see any 
water coming in through the bottom. I went 
ashore to save the passengers. There was 
‘water in the engine room wheb I left. ‘Whe 
ship was abandoned about 3 or 4 v.3t., on 
Sunday the 27th. I consideredat the time that 
she was a hopeless wreck. We were afraid 
of the Chinese fishing people, We tried to 
save what we could. The deck cargo was 
washed overboard, I boarded her twice. I 
have no suspicion or idea that the ship was 
run ashore wilfully. ‘The Captaiti was sick, 
amd at dinner stated he must give up charge 
to the pilot and mate. The engines were 
casily handled, one mancould stop and reverse 
them, I got’all the Chinese ashore. The 
‘eoeel had been going full speed'all the time,

April 5th, 1870.—The president stated that 

every effort’had been made by himself, and 

the Master of the Prince Kung to discover the 

Pilot who was on board the Prince Kung on 

the night of the disaster, but without success. 
The Court then decided— 


‘That the loss of the Prince Kung is to be at- 
tributed chiefly to incompetency and disobedi- 
ence of orders on the part of Charles Brown, 
wate of the said stenmer. The Court de- 
sire in the most emphatic’manner to censure 
his conduct in not calling the master, as di- 
rected, when the fog became s0.denbe, and 
to place upon record their opinion that bis 
unfitness to hold any post of responsibility or 
trust on board a vessel has been proved, by 
his having continued to run the Prince Kung 
at full speed through a dense fog, without tak- 
ing the slightest precaution for her safety. 


Willitm Brown, the Master, is much to 
Diaine;-and the Court hereby pass severe cen: 
sure upon him for having rétained such a per= 
fon in the position of only thate knowing. that 
hhe had no certificate of conpeteney, and knew" 
nothing of the simplest rules of navigation; 


It is to be ted that the evidence of the 
Chinese coast pilot, who was on deck with the 
mate at the tiuie’of the disaster. and who has 
Sinoe atisednded, cannot be obtained—in the 
absence of his evidence the Court cannot come 
to any satisfactory conclusion as to whether 
the course was chinged by the mate, pilot, or 
steersman after the Captain went below; but 
taking into account the state of the tide ‘they 
have cone to the’ conclusion that, the course 
inust have bets: changed between 7 p.m. and 
8.30 pim. on the night of the 20th, or the 
vessel could not have gone ashore on Crab’ 
Island. 


‘The Court are of opinion that the conduct’ 
of Captain Brown and of Thomas Gilbert,’ the 
Engineer, after thé casualty took place is de- 
serving of the highest commendation, and that 
to their coolness, courage and skill’ the Chi- 
nese passengers and crew owe the safety .of 
their lives: *

and heavy sea rendered any attempt to board 
the vessel to save cargo of anything belonging 
to the ship impossible, 

In consideration of the fact that Capt. 
Brown was very ill at the time of the disastor, 
and that he “had given orders to be called, 
which were not obeyed, the Court do not 
hhold lim responsible for ‘the loss and retarn 
him his certificate, 

Cuantes Browx the mato being a North 
German subject and holding no_gertificate of 
competency cannot be punished by this Court, 
Dut care will be'taken to report the circum. 
stances of the wreck and the finding of the 
Court to the Consul General for the North- 
German Confederation at Shanghai. 

The Court cousiders that the Shippi 
Master at Shanghai ought not to have allowed 
fan unqualified person holding no certificate 
of competency to'be shipped as only mate in 
the “Prince Kung,” a passenger steamer: of 
more than 100 tons register, and therefore 
‘coming within the scope of Section 136 of ‘the
